TWO people leapt from a first 
floor window to escape a fire in 
their home on Wednesday morning. 

They were among a group of 11 
people who fled from the house in 
Bastable Avenue, Barking, after a 
fire swept through the property, 
which contains a number of flats, 
shortly before 5am. 


Four fire engines and 21 fire¬ 
fighters from the local area were 
sent in to deal with the blaze. 

Station manager Bill Dunn, who 
attended the incident, said: “This 
property has been extensively con¬ 
verted and had a very complex lay 
out which made the fire a very 
challenging incident for our crews. 
There was also evidence of hoard¬ 
ing in some of the rooms inside.” 

Fire fighters carried out a thor¬ 


ough search of the property to 
make sure there was nobody left 
inside. 

One man who jumped from the 
first floor suffered a foot injury and 
was treated by paramedics. 

The London Ambulance Service 
also treated a woman for shock and 
bums to her hand, while a man was 
treated for cuts to his foot and 
seven people were treated for the 
effects of smoke inhalation. 


Mr Dunn added: “The crews 
worked extremely hard though and 
did an excellent job preventing the 
fire from spreading further into the 
property’s loft space and also into 
neighbouring homes.” 

The blaze, which left the ground 
and first floors of the property 
badly damaged, was brought under 
control by fire fighters by about 
Tam. The cause of the fire is now 
under investigation.

Man fined for fake robbery stab claim 


A MAN who pretended to have been 
stabbed during a fake robbery has 
been fined. 

The 24-year-old, from Romford, was 
found injured in Chadwell Heath High 
Road by a member of the public who 
called police on the afternoon of 
Friday, April 18. 

He told police that he had been 
stabbed in the leg during a robbery in 
a nearby park and was taken to an east 
London hospital and treated for a stab 


wound to his thigh. 

The man said he had spent the early 
afternoon in the park eating and drink¬ 
ing before being robbed by three peo¬ 
ple. He described the incident and the 
suspects in detail. 

But police from Barking and 
Dagenham later proved that the rob¬ 
bery never happened. 

The 24-year-old man then admitted 
that he had bought a small knife from 
a local store and stabbed himself in the 


thigh to win back his girlfriend after 
they had split up. 

He was subsequently given a £100 
Fixed Penalty Notice for wasting 
police time. 

DS Nathan Lee said: “The police are 
here to help victims of crime and bring 
offenders before the courts. Anyone 
who makes a false allegation to police 
wasting our time and resources that 
could be well spent on genuine victim 
care will be dealt with robustly.”

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A theatrical view of politics 


Oscar winner’s MP grandfather inspired her to take to the stage

OSCAR-winner Angela Lansbury was honoured 
by the Queen last month for her acting career and 
charity work, but few know her philanthropic out¬ 
look stems from her East End roots. 

During a recent return to her old stomping 
ground of Poplar, the newly-appointed Dame paid 
tribute to a man who helped shape her world view 
- her grandfather, George Lansbury MP. 

Bromley and Bow MP for 20 years, 
George was twice imprisoned for his 
political beliefs but went on to 
become Labour Party leader. 

During a live interview in front 
of roughly 150 people in April, 
Dame Angela - who received her hon¬ 
our last Tuesday at Windsor Castle - 
reminisced about her grandad. 

“We did come to Poplar a lot to see 
Grandad,” she said. “I was saturated 
with politics as a child. My sister and 
I used to copy politicians and we were 
fascinated by the whole process. I was 
to take a lot from my grandfather. 


who was a great public speaker.” 

It was George's oratory skill which inspired her 
to take up acting. 

“It struck me as being theatrical,” she explained. 
“That was part and parcel of me wanting to to be a 
public person, as far as being an actor was con¬ 
cerned.” 

First elected in 1893 as Poor Law guardian for 
Poplar, where he reformed the workhouses. 

Ten years later he was elected to Poplar Borough 
Council, where one of his first projects was to use 
a 100-acre farm in Laindon, now part of Basildon, 
Essex, to create work for unemployed Poplar resi¬ 
dents. 

First elected to parliament in 1910, George 
resigned in 1912 to join the campaign for women's 
suffrage. In 1913 he gave a speech at the Albert 
Hall advocating militant action, for which he was 
convicted of incitement and imprisoned. 

Speaking at Spotlight, Dame Angela described 
watching a later speech at the Albert Hall. 

“It was a stunning realisation that hit me,” she 
said, “the extraordinary ability he had to absolute¬ 
ly mesmerise the crowd in that building. It was the 
most thrilling event of my 
^ ^ young life.” 

In 1921 George led the 
Poplar Rates 


instead spending the cash on relief for poor people. 

George and 29 other councillors were imprisoned 
but their defiance led to the introduction of the 
Local Authorities Financial Provisions Act, which 
equalised the poor relief burden across London. 

Re-elected to Parliament in 1922, George served 
as Labour leader from 1932-1935 and remained an 
MP until his death in 1940, aged 80. 

Dame Angela, now 88, credited her own staying 
power to her Lansbury genes. 

She said: “With me it's a built-in thing - a 
tremendous stamina. He was like a man of steel. 
He was always on his feet. He walked everywhere 
and I'm the same way.” 

Asked whether she would consider a career in 
politics, she joked: “I wouldn’t mind being minis¬ 
ter of the arts or something. That wouldn't have 
been a bad thing.” 

She added: “I'm very unsophisticated when it 
comes to politics so I just stay out of it. I'm an 
actress. But I'm also a socialist.”

Concern grows for 
missing schooiboy

Crossrail tunnels unveiled 



GIANT train tunnels for the multi billion pound 
Crossrail project were unveiled last week. 

The huge underground caverns at Stepney 
Green - some of the largest mined caves ever 
constructed in Europe - were visited by journal¬ 
ists and photographers on Friday 

They also visited the nearby Pudding Mill 
Lane site in east London where Crossrail trains 
heading from Essex, Havering and Redbridge 
will first enter the central tunnels. 

The Stepney Green caverns mark the spot 
where Crossrail train lines will split with one 
section going off towards Essex and the other 
one towards south east London. 

Matthew White, surface director at Crossrail, 
welcomed the success of the project. 

He said; “These latest images show how much 
progress is being made on Europe’s biggest 
infrastructure project. Crossrail trains will take 
passengers right through central London making 
it quicker and easier to get to a whole range of 
destinations.” 

Mr White said that the project will ‘transform’ 
rail transport - increasing capacity by 10 per 
cent and bringing 1.5 million people to within 
45 minutes of central London. 

He added: “Crossrail will also provide a step 
change in public transport in Redbridge and 
Havering providing new trains, faster journeys 
and better stations including new lifts, longer 
platforms and some much improved station 
entrances and ticket halls.” 

The latest glimpse of the Stepney Green and 
Pudding Mill Lane sites come as a new report 
called upon local councils to ensure their com¬ 
munities benefit from the project. 

The Crossrail as Catalyst report said councils, 
community groups and business must ‘act now’ 
if they want to boost regeneration activity before 
Crossrail opens in 2018. 

The report was written by Future of London - 
the capital’s leading housing, economic develop¬ 
ment and regeneration networks - after 
Redbridge Council called for more support for 
outer London boroughs that will get Crossrail 


stations such as Ilford. 

Future of London director, Lisa Taylor, 
explained: “Realising the regeneration and 
development potential of the Crossrail project 
matters to London and we want to help stake¬ 
holders realise the opportunities while there’s 
still time. 


“The capital could achieve much more in 
terms of station area regeneration and its ripple 
effect on local economies and communities if 
greater consideration was given to the non-rail 
aspects of station development right from the 
outset.” 

Mr White said the benefits of Crossrail were 


being felt in Redbridge and Havering. 

He added: “The better transport links it will 
bring are already encouraging investment, 
unlocking development opportunities and sup¬ 
porting local jobs and businesses.”
